SILENT MUSIC FOR HOSPITAL 


System Arranged So That Patients May 
Hear Phonograph Without Dis­ 
turbing Others Near By. 


A system of “silent music,” installed 
by n Chicago firm in a hospital at 
Ottawa, I1L, 1» described as consisting 
of a spring-motor cabinet with a turn­ 
table similar to the ordinary phoño- 
graph without a horn. 
Attached to 
the cabinet is a special muslc-transmit- 
ter, corresponding to the tone-arm and 
reproducer on the ordinary phono­ 
graph. 
The transm itter is energized 
by the vibrations of the needle travel­ 
ing on the record, and transm its these 
electrical vibrations over a system of 
wires throughout the hospital. The

at 
outlet jacks 
alongside of patients* beds. 
The patient can be furnished with 
a brad receiver attached to a cord and 
ping. 
When the plug is inserted in
